MODERNIZATION AND MOBILITY OF ®CONVENTIONAL AND NUCLEAR FORCES." HE 
ALSO MENTIONED THE ABILITY OF ®CONVENTIONAL FORCES® TO MOVE TO ANY SPOT 
ON THE GLOBE AT A MOMENT'S NOTICE. 

THE MOST GENERALLY KNOWN EXAMPLE OF A CONVENTIONAL FORCE IS THE 
STRATEGIC ARMY CORPS (STRAC), THIS IS COMPOSED OF THREE DIVISIONS, 
PLUS SMALLER UNITS, ITS MANPOWER IS SLIGHTLY OVER 50,000, ITS NORMAL 
WEAPONS ARE STANDARD ARTILLERY. 

HOWEVER, LIKE ALMOST EVERY ARMY UNIT, LARGE AND SMALL 
FORCED WITH TACTICAL SIZE ATOMIC WEAPONS, FOR USE ON A BATTLEFIELD.
